The Way to Keep Him was acted on Saturday night with the same 
excellent effect as before. Mr ©. Kempir’s Lovemore is, certainly, a 
distinguished performance.—He throws out the lineaments of the 
character with a masterly prominence that impresses us in the most 
‘oreible manner. ‘There is no doubting or mistaking his delineations, 
which seem always to spring from reality, instead of being the result 
of art. He makes the person he represents one of the world, and 
we follow him from scene to scene, forgetting every thing but the ha- 
bits, the manners, and the passions he displays. Some have thought 
that in his performance of Lovemore he should shew less indifference 
to his wife—if he did it would not be in character. Lovemore’s af- 
fection for his wife is certainly not entirely eradicated, but it is sus- 
pended by her moping and complaining, and, besides, his gallantry has 
recently turned into a new channel. Politeness to Mrs. Lovemore is 
all he has time or, inclination for under his new impressions, and to 
use endearments towards her in such circumstances would not be 
a proof of any true regard, but of hypocrisy, which, deceiver as Love- 
more is, yet forms no part of his character. In our opinion, Mr.Kem- 
BLF, by this very style of acting the part, shews his judgment and am- 
ple knowledge of his author in a mest striking point of view. Mrs. 
CnatTertey has added considerably to her fame by her representa- 
tion of Mrs. Lovemore. 

A STAR.—We have rcecived a letter dated Southend, September 
19th, and signed Crrro, wherein a glowing description is given of the 
performances, at the Theatre in that place, of a young gentleman of 
18, whose 2om de theatre it seems is Harrincrox. The writer says 
he saw him act George Barnwell, and also Frederick in Lovers Vows, 
with surprising effect—that he drew tears even from the male part of 
the audience. Crrro adds that he understands the youth is of very
